Adopted  at  a  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers,  on 


'22d.  December,  1843. 


1.  Candidates  for  admission  as  members,  must  be  recommend¬ 
ed  by  one  or  more  of  the  Curators. 

\I.  The  Annual  Contribution  of  1  Os.  6d. ;  or  Half-yearly  Sub¬ 
scription  of  6s.,  shall  constitute  membership  for  these  respective 
j)eriods,  the  former  being  due  on  the  second  Thursday  of  the 
l.ammas  Market,  and  the  latter  on  that  day,  and  on  the  first  of 
February. 

III.  That  persons  ceasing  to  pay  the  stated  annual  or  half- 
yearly  contributions,  forfeit  interest  in  the  Library,  and  when  iff 
arrear  of  said  contributions,  or  fines,  or  both,  shall  have  no  books 
from  the  Library,  nor  any  right  of  acting  at  a  General,  Extraor¬ 
dinary,  or  other  Meeting,  until  such  contributions,  or  fines,  or 
both,  are  paid  up. 

IV.  That  persons  subscribing  only  for  six  months,  during  the' 
year,  shall  have  no  right  to  act  or  vote  at  any  meeting  of  Annual 
Subscribers. 

Office-Bearers. 

V.  That  the  following  Office-bearers  shall  be  chosen  by  a  ma-- 
jority  of  Members  present  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  held' 
within  the.  liihrary  on  the  second  Thursday  of  the  Lammas  Mar-- 
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ket,  namely,  a  Presi  dent,  seven  Curators,  Secretary,  Treasuref^ 
and  Librarian. 

VI.  That  the  same  person  may  be  chosen  Treasurer  and  Li¬ 
brarian. 

President. 

VII.  That  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  from  the  County, 
the  Curators  shall  require  the  Secretary  to  call  an  extraordinary 
meeting  of  the  Subscribers,  if  a  written  request  to  that  purpose 
be  sent  to  the  President  or  Curators  by  three  of  the  members, 
specifying  the  object  of  the  meeting. 

VIII.  That  the  President  shall  have  no  deliberative,  but  only 
a  casting  vote  at  any  meeting,  and  shall  ex-officio  be  a  member 
and  chairman  of  all  meetings,  and  in  his  absence  the  chairman  of 
each  meeting  shall  be  chosen  by  the  majority  of  members  present 
and  shall  have  only  a  casting  and  not  a  deliberative  vote. 

Curators. 

IX.  That  the  Curators  shall  hold  four  quarterly  meetings  in 
the  year,  namely,  on  the  first  Tuesdays  of  February,  May,  August, 
and  November,  at  which  they  shall  prepare  Reports  of  the  state 
of  the  Library — impose  fines  under  Rule  XL,  andmake  sugges¬ 
tions  for  the  improvement  of  the  Library,  which  Reports  shall  be 
engrossed  in  the  sederunt  book,  and  disposed  of  by  the  annual 
general  Meeting. 

X.  That  the  Curators  shall  at  their  quarterly  meeting  in  Au- 
^  gust,  audit  and  report  on  the  Treasurer’s  yearly  account  and  state 

of  the  Funds. 

XI.  That  members  shall  be  held  fully  responsible  for  the  re^ 
turn  in  safety  in  the  condition  they  received  them,  of  the  books 
they  take  out,  so  that  should  any  of  them  while  out  of  the  Libra¬ 
ry  be  lost  or  spoiled,  they  must  be  replaced  in  kind  to  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  Curators  who  shall  have  power  to  impose  for  books 
damaged,  such  fines  as  circumstances  for  the  time  being,  may 
render  expedient,  and  their  sentence  shall  be  final, 
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,  XII.  That  three  Curators  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  extra!-* 
ordinary  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Secretary  on  requisition 
of  the  President  or  any  two  Curators. 

XIII.  That  the  Curators  shall  have  power  to  purchase  from  any 
of  the  Lists  inserted  in  the  Book  kept  in  terms  of  Buie  XVII, 
such  Books  as  they  consider  proper  according  to  the  state  of  the 
funds,  and  if  they  refuse  to  purchase  a  book  there  inserted,  any 
subscriber  may  appeal  to  the  General  Annual  Meeting  of  Sub¬ 
scribers. 


Secretary. 

XIV.  That  the  Secretary  shall,  on  timeous  notice,  call  all  Ge¬ 
neral,  Extraordinary,  and  Curators*  Meetings — keep  a  Sederunt 
Book  in  which  he  shall  insert  the  proceedings  at  these  meetings, 
and  call  the  attention  of  the  members  to  any  violation  of  the  rules. 

Treasurer. 

XV.  That  the  Treasurer  shall  receive,  and  account  for,  the 
anniial  and  half-yearly  contributions,  all  donations  in  money  to 
the  Institution,  exact  all  fines,  make  all  necessary  payments,  and 
present  his  Cash  Book  and  accounts  to  be  audited  by  the  Cu-' 
rators  at  their  quarterly  meeting  in  August  yearly. 

Librarian. 

X  VI.  That  the  Librarian  shall  be  a  member  gratis. 

XVII.  That  a  Book  shall  be  kept  in  the  Library  in  which  any 
member  may  insert  the  title  of  any  book  he  pleases,  from  which, 
the  Curators  may  make  a  selection  according  to  the  state  of  the 
funds,  to  be  purchased  by  the  Librarian. 

XVIII.  That  the  Library  shall  be  open  every  Tuesday  and 
Friday,  from  One  till  Three  o’Clock,*  when  books  shall  be  given 
out  and  taken  in,  and  it  may  be  opened  during  such  hours  as  the 
Curators  may  afterwards  fix. 

*  The  Library  is  now  open  every  lawful  day  from  Eleven  till^ 
Three  o’clock. 
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XIX.  That  the  Librarian  shall  not  give  out  at  one  time  to  any 
subscriber  more  than  one  volume  folio  or  two  of  an  inferior  size 
of  books  during  the  first  six  months  after  their  receipt  into  the 
Library,  except  Novels,  when  the  whole  work  may  be  given  out^ 

XX.  That  in  case  two  or  more  subscribers  wish  to  have  a  book 
or  books,  preference  shall  always  be  given  to  priority  of  applica¬ 
tion,  and  in  conformity  with  this  principle  a  book  shall  be  kept 
by  the  Librarian  in  which  shall  be  marked  the  names  of  those  so 
applying  for  a  book  or  books,  which  for  the  time  being  may  be 
out  of  the  Library,  with  the  date  of  application. 

XXI.  Books,  or  volumes  of  books,  taken  out  of  the  Library, 
shall  not  be  detained  longer  than  a  fortnight  for  an  Octavo  or  one 
of  a  smaller  size,  by  persons  residing  in,  or  w  ithin  1 4  miles  of, 
Kirkwall,  and  three  weeks  by  subscribers  beyond  that  distance — 
double  these  respective  periods  shall  be  allowed  for  volumes  of  a 
larger  description. 

XXII.  That  the  books,  when  returned,  shall  at  all  times  be 
examined  by  the  Librarian  who  shall  not  allow  any  of  them  when 
seriously  damaged,  again  to  leave  the  Library,  until  submitted  to 
the  inspection  of  the  Curators,  and  the  Librarian  shall  give  inti¬ 
mation  when  books  are  not  returned  within  the  prescribed  period  . 

XXIII.  That  a  Subscriber  may,  on  returning  a  book,  borrow 
it  immediately,  provided  it  has  not  been  applied  for  by  another 
Subscriber. 

XXIV.  That  no  Review  borrowed  within  four  months  of  its  re¬ 
ceipt  at  the  Library,  shall  be  detained  by  any  Subscriber  at  one 
time,  more  than  a  week  if  resident  in,  or  within  14  miles  of,  Kirk¬ 
wall,  and  for  a  fortnight  if  resident  beyond  that  distance  ;  but  if 
borrowed  beyond  the  four  months  it  may  be  detained  like  othei: 
books. 

XXV.  That  members  shall  in  no  case  lend  the  books  of  the 
Institution  to  be  read  out  of  their  houses  by  persons  who  are  not 
contributors,  and  those  who  violate  this  rule  shall  be  liable  to  \ 
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'fine  of  10s.  6d.  for  every  such  offence,  to  be  exacted  and  levied 
by  the  Treasurer, 

XXVI.  That  a  Stranger  on  a  visit  to  the  Country,  being  re¬ 
commended  to  the  Curators  by  one  or  more  of  the  Subscribers, 
shall  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  the  Library  gratis  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  six  weeks  at  a  time ;  the  person  or  persons  recom¬ 
mending  him,  to  be  responsible  according  to  Rule  XI.  for  the 
books  taken  out  by  him. 

XXVII.  That  a  printed  Copy  of  the  Rules  XXI  and  XXIX 
be  pasted  on  the  inside  of  the  board  of  each  book  belonging  to 
the  Library. 

General  Meeting. 

XXVIII.  That  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscrib¬ 
ers  to  the  Library,  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Thursday  of  the 
Lammas  Market,  at  which  the  Minutes  of  the  foregoing  General 
Meeting,  and  those  of  the  intervening  meetings  of  the  Curators 
shall  be  read  and  disposed  of — the  Office-bearers  elected — all 
competent  appeals  heard  and  determined — the  Reports  of  the 
Curators  disposed  of,  and  proposals  (if  any)  for  improving  the 
Institution  or  its  management  made  and  disposed  of. ; 

Fine. 

XXIX.  Tliat  a  Fine  of  3d.  per  week  for  detaining  each  vol¬ 
ume  beyond  the  prescribed  periods,  shall  be  exacted  and  levied 
by  the  Treasurer,  with  power  to  the  Curators,  on  necessary  cause 
shewn,  tinuliy  to  remit  said  fine  in  toto.
